Editor Evening Telegraph: 
Many of (lie early settlers around 
Mixon were from Pennsylvania They 
will remember the Old Portage ra il­ 
road 
between 
Hollidaysburg 
and 
Johnstown. It consisted of a series 
of "planes” and "levels” to over­ 
come the rise qf over 1100 feet be- 
weeti Johnstown and the mountain 
top. 
There were five 
ascending 
planes and six levels on the western 
side of the mountain, and five 
of 
earn on the eastern side. There was 
but one tunnel on tne Old Portage. 
Hollidaysburg is 230 feet lower than 


Johnslou it. 
When 
(lie road was opened 
in 
is?, t the cars were pulled up or let 
down the planes by means of cables 


and stationary engines. On the level 
the mfhive power consisted of/ four 
horses for a train 
of five 
or six 
freight cars, each eight feet long. 
Canal boats were made in sections 
and tans transported over Die '.noun 
tains. Some of the s«»ction boat driv­ 
ers put their mules on the front soe- 
tioji and thus had them hauled over 


the mountain top. 


A sort of T rail was used with the 
flat side up, the neck being wedged 
in a cast iron chair in tne manner 
of tiie English railways. 
No fish 
plates were used, as the joints were 
made in the chairs. 
A 
key-driver 
made a daily trip of six 
or eight 
miles to keep the wedges driven into 
place. The gauge of Hie trad? was 
four feet, eight and one-half :nches, 
the present standard gauge. On the 
planes the tracks were laid on long 
wooden stringers and consisted of 
strap iron spiked on five by eignt 
tim hers. 


There were 
exciting 
times 
in 
Johnstown when in June, 1835, the 
first locomotive was brought on 
a 
flat boat from Pittsburg to supplant 
horse power. It was named the "B o s ­ 
ton” and was made 
in Beantown. 
The Boston was 
a lovianthian 
in 
those days, but today could not an­ 
swer the purpose of a dinkey. 
Its 
one pair of four-wheel drivers had 
wooden felloes, wooden spokes, iron

to embody some tutelar spirit 
The particular virtue attributed to 
this g em was the conferring upon the 
wearer of “ health and g ood fortune" 
when worn as au amulet, and to those 
fortunate to be born in the month of 
April, with which the stone was asso­ 
ciated or represented, the wearer was 
insured from nil evil. 
The sta r stone is fonnd principally 
in Cey lon, invariably in soil peculiar 
to rubies and sapphires.

or has “ the wind taken out of his 
sa ils,” a toper is “ slewed,” a loafer 
“ spins a y arn,” sometimes “ tries the 
other tack,” and a ruler “ steers the 
ship of sta te” throug h troublesome 
times. 
This la st metaphor is extremely an­ 
cient, by the way . 
Horace refers to 
Rome a s a ship at sea. and Plutarch 
sa y s the Delphic oracle referred to 
Athens in the same way . 
A Tamil 
sa y ing embodies a like metaphor, “ The 
soul is the ship, reason is the helm, 
the oars are the soul’s thoug hts, and 
truth is the port.“ 
An old collection 
of Eng lish proverbs contains this one: 
“ The tong ue is tho rudder of our ship.” 
A Malay maxim say s, "Tho bont wbich 
is swamped at sea may be hailed out. 
but the shipwreck of the affections is 
final.” 
Aristophanes, Plautus and others use 
an expression which comes down to 
us as an Eng lish saw, “ To row one 
way and look another.” 
An old Eng ­ 
lish proverb (014) was. “ It Is not g ood 
to have an onr in every one's boat.”

stance the parties demanded q uick 
results and as this part of the Rock 
River valley is not filled with Hoi 
stein milch cows, they were forced 
to seek other localities where the 
dairy herds were already establish­ 
ed. 
Yet the fact remains that this lo­ 
cality is an ideal dairy ing country 
and not worth a continental for any 
thing else, and the busineas m en’s 
association kept busy along this line 
until they have finally reached tho 
ear of the Borden people, the larg­ 
est and most successful condensory 
people In the United States. 
This locality w h b recently visited 
by Geo. M. Weed, m anager of the 
Dix on condensory , Edward S. Eno, 
manager of the Elgin 
condensory 
and Dr. H, R, Rider, sanitary Sup 
erlntendent of Chicago. The above 
gentlemen constitute an 
advisory 
board, and they are greatly pleased 
with thiH locality for the establish 
raent of a plant, but realize that the 
milk business has not been develop 
ed here and that it will take time to 
develop it.

The meeting was an enthusiastic 
one and 1100 cows were pledged for 
the support of a condensory by the 
farmers in attendancet at this m eet­ 
ing. it will be necessary to pledge

there will be a plant

ready to accept milk nex t fall. 
Tne condensory people will not be

Ju stice Gray dozed off ju st before his 
bride came into cou rt with some visi­ 
tors to show them her hu sband “on 
the job.” 
On another occasion, the 
story goes, a snapshot artist got a 
pictu re of the Ju stice while lie slept 
and tlieu pu blished it.

$32 a Year and Subsistence. 
The ex treme po v erty and the lo w 
standard of living of peasants from 
whom the agricu ltu ral 
laborers are 
recru ited assure & low level of wag es 
for agricu ltu ral labor. 
The average 
wages will appear almost Incredibly 
low from an American point of view, 
notwithstanding 
the 
general 
com­ 
plaints of the estate holders concern­ 
ing the u nreasonable demands of the 
laborers. 
According to an official Investiga­ 
tion, embracing the decade of 1882- 
1891, the average annu al wages for a 
male agricu ltu ral worker 
In Ru ssia 
were less than $32 and for a female 
worker less than $18. 
To this mu st 
be added 
the 
cost 
of 
su bsistence, 
which is equ ally low, being on 
an 
average cost of employing a laborer 
for the entire year is equ al to only 
$5 for the male and $40 ter the fe­ 
male. 
The wages for the su mmer season 
of five months are almost equ al to the 
annu al wages, being $22 for the male 
and $13 for the feu iale laborer.
